Yesterday, just as the Tombs police 
court was about to adjourn, Officer 
Kennedy, of the twenty-seventh pre- 
cinct, brought in a man whom he ar- 
rested as a suspicious person, The 
officer was patroling his beat in the 
neighborh of Broadway and Wall 
street,on Broadway, and noticed his 
ine gs 4 shabbily-dressed six-footer, 

aving all the appearance of a tramp, 
oing from door to door, trving them. 

e officer watched him for some time* 
and while he was trying the dooro 
No. 115 Broadway accosted him: 

“What do you want?” said the officer 
“Are you trying to get in?” 

“Yes, 1am,” replied the fellow, sul- 
lenly. 

Bi you intend to get into that 


“Yes, I did, if I could,” was the an- 
swer. 

On further questioning, the officer 
learned that the stranger had no right 
there and arrested him, sorely puzzled 
as to how any man would willingly ac- 
knowledge a state prison oflense. He 
took his prisoner to the station house, 
where he was sent befere Justice Kil- 
breth, at the Tombe police court. 

When arraigned, the prisoner gave 
his name as Christian Sennen, aged 
forty-two, born in Copenhagen, and 
came to this country in 1863. In an- 
swer to the charge he said he wanted 
to be arrested; that he would rather 
be in state prison than roaming about 
penniless. He ssemed to be a man of 
good education, and the c.urt ques- 
tioned him as to his history. He gave 
it without any reserve, except that he 
refused to give the names of three men 
who were en with him in crime, 
and who doubt are, if ont of prison, as 
dangerous a4 trio as could be at large. 

“The second day after I arrived in 
this country,” said he, “I enlisted in 
company K, seventh New York volun- 
teers. I went through the war, being 
in many battles,and was only once 
wounded. After the war was over I 
went to Cincinnati, where I accepted 
work as a laboring man, though I was 
able to fill a position requiring educa- 
tion. I lost my position and became 
dispirited. I had been in the habit of 
occasionaily going to the “Buckeye’ 
saloon while at work, and wher I was 
out of work 1 went there a good deal. 
There 1 made the acquaintance of a 
gang of burglars, who induced me to 
join them. They hai a good many 
jobs in view, but the 
tirst one I was engaged 
in was the robbery of the First Nation- 
albank of Cincinnati, where we got 
$400,000 in bonds and $5,000 in cash. 
This was on the 3d day of February, 
1866. I only got $10,000, my ‘pards’ 
doing me out of my share. I took to

4 THN THOUSAND DOLLAR BLAZE 
WEDNESDAY MORNING.

The 
fire companies responded to the summons 
with alacrity. Capt. Joyner, tee young and ac- 
tive chief, was on the scene,and at once took 
prompt measures to squelch the fire-king. He 
opened up a heavy stream on the fire at its 
most vulnerable point, and where it was mak- 
ing rapid head-way, and by this bold ma 
nouvre soon checked the progress of the flames 
and finally subdued it. The services rendered 
by Captain Joyner ou this occasion adds to his 
well earned laurels. He is the youngest chief 
in the United States, and one of the wost effi- 
cient. Great praise is due Captain Tim C, 
Murphy, of the police, fo. efficient service. 
Tim is a veteran fireman and policeman, and 
never fails to go wherever and whenever duty 
calishim.

The fire originated in the cellar underneath 
the rearof the store occupied by Turner & Brau. 
muller. Thecellar was used for a kitchen for 
Kenny's restaurant, The fire is supposed to 
have originated trom a defective flue or the heat 
of the stove. 

The fire burned through the floor of Turner & 
Braumuller’s store, in the midst of their piaros 
acd organs. The wooden partitions in Kenny’s 
restaurant also caughton fire,a°d the smoke 
became dense, and poured out through the en- 
trance to Kesny’s restaurant on Alabama street, 
and the entrance to Turner & Braumuller on 
Whitehall street. 

When the flame found an outlet wp the eleva- 
tor, then it seemed to have been infused with 
new life asit mounted higher and higher. It 
was difficult to reach, and the combat between 
the cardinal-hued water from the water works 
and the deeper red flame was long and fierce. 
But the eskiil and pluck of the firemen soon 
subdued it. But the fiery monster left a track 
of desolation behind.

FORGED ORDERS, 


A Common Swindle. 


African depravity is interesting from 
its variety and the cunning with which it some- 
times conceals its dark deeds. 

Recently a number of cases have come to 
light in which sharp negro women have forged 
orders in the name of their employers for gro- 
ceries and dry goodsin sums varying from fifty 
cents to five dollars. They are so frequently 
sent with orders that they become acquainted 
with their style, and being known to the shop 
keepersitis quite easy for them to practice 
their sharp tricks successfully, Often these 
forgeries are not discovered until the negrese 
has left the employ of her tormer mistress and 
is safe from the search that may be made for 
her. More frequently their rascality is pardon- 
ed by the indulgent kindness of a good heart. 
In some instances these cases are prosennted 
and the criminals brought to justice. This 
species of swindling is pow so common that 
both housekeepers and merchants 
very careful as to orders for goods. There have 
been in litigation in this city several suits for 
amounts, one for groceries, in which it was 
pleaded that the goods so procured were gotten 
without the kuowledge or consent of the party 
sued for payment.
